The announcement that the itr- 
vlces at St. Oeorge’a chapel would be 
private and'for the membera of the royal 
family prevented the satherlns of a 
larse crowd. The aeene was most Im­ 
pressive and the service very simple. 
Her majesty Mt In the chair of Mate 
Immediately tn front of the communion 
rail, and Just beeide the brass plate 
whose Inscription deslsnates the spot 
which was the temporary place of Inter­ 
ment of the prince consort.

The ladles and s«ntlemen who are the 
srand ofllcera of the diueen's household 
entered first, followed by the military 
knlghta of Windsor In the füll costume 
of cocked hats and scarlet coata The 
Duke of Devonshire and Lord Rosebery 
occupied their stalls as K nlshts of the 
Garter. 
The rest of the church was 
«mpty, the seats of the royal family be- 
Ins near the queen’e. The dean of Wind* 
•or, wearing the insignia of chaplain of 
the Order of the Garter, ofnciated, as­ 
sisted by the lord bishop of Barry and 
several canons. Punctually a t 11 o'clock 
amid the soft strains of an organ volun­ 
tary the queen arrived from the clois­ 
ters at the entrance. AsMsted by her In­ 
dian attendant she walked slowly to the 
chair of state, the congregation stand­ 
ing.

The Oratory waa 
richly decorated for the occasion, the 
marble columns inside the edifice being 
draped with crimson, and the chancel 
with cloth of gold. Mgr. Stoner, 
the 
pope’s envoy, odlclated at high mass. 
All the envoys from Roman Catholic 
countries w'ere present in full unifonn 
except the Prince and Princess of Na­ 
ples, W 'ho were absent owing to the pres­ 
ence of the papal envoy. Wilfrid Lau« 
rier and the Roman Catholic peers were 
present. 


In the afternoon and evening there w'ere 
S|>eclal Acce.sslon Day services at West­ 
minster Abl)ey and St. Paul's cathedral. 
At St. George's chapel, Windsor, in the 
afternoon, a special musical service was 
held, at which most of the members of 
the royal family, except the queen and 
Empress Frederick, who had attended 
the morning .service were present. 


Several of the leading pulpits of the 
city were occupied by American peach- 
ers. all of whom alluded in the most 
feeling terms to the queen’s life and 
character. Bishop Coxe preached at the 
Windsor parish church, 
and Bishop 
Whipple at All Saints. Margaret street. 
Rev. W. H. Mllburn. chaplain of the 
United States senate, preached at the 
Queen's Park Congregational chapel in 
Harrow Road.

Special dispatches from Paris, Berlin, 
Vienna, St. Petersburg and nearly ev­ 
ery ií^rge city in Europe, shdW thal 
thanksgiving services were held in the 
local EnglUh churches, numerously a t­ 
tended. The newspapers in many cities, 
especially Vienna and St. Petersburg,' 
publish long eulogistic articles upon the 
Victorian reign. At ^ORftantlnople the 
sultan sent a number of high Ottoman 
oftlcials to represent him at the service, 
and the entire diplomatic corps was 
present. A guard of English bluejackets 
was drawn up along the main approach 
to the chapel. 


In the United States services wereheld 
a t a number of cities, including New 
York, Chicago, Denver and San Fran­ 
cisco, at which the queen's life was 
eulogised and prayers offered up for 
her. In Canada the day was universal­ 
ly kept. 


The morning papers today are wholly 
devoted to Jubilee special articles, per­ 
sonal memoirs and reminiscences of the 
queen and the royal family, maps of the 
route and hlrd-eye views of the decora­ 
tions.

has a close underyrround connection 
with the great lakes.

The water level rose in 1879 and be­ 
gan to fall in 188<),

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but It Is prima facie evldraee In that 
dlreetlon. A loose life has killed hun­ 
dreds of eminent Americana. A loose life 
Is now killing hundreds of eminent Amer­ 
icans and Suropeans. The doetors are 
very kind, and the cartMeata given after 
the distinguished man of dissipation Is 
dead, says, **Dled of congestion of the 
brain,’’although It was delirium tremens, 
or*'Dled of cirrhosis of the liver,’* al­ 
though It was a round of libertinism, or 
"Died of heart failure,” although it was 
the vengeance of outraged law that slew 
him. 
Thanks, doctor, for you uro right 
in saving the feelings of the bereft house­ 
hold by not being more specific. Look, 
all ye who are In high places of the earth, 
and see one who has been plied by all tho 
temptations which wealth and honor and 
the secret place of palaces oould produce, 
and yet next Tuesday she will ride along 
In the presence of 7,000,000 people, if they 
can ^et within sight of hei^ chariot, in a 
vigorous old age, no more hurt by the 
splendors tlmt have surrounded her for 78 
years than is the plain country woman 
come down from her mountain home in 
an oxcart to attend the Saturday market* 
ing. The temptations of social life among 
tlio successful class have been so gretit that 
avery winter is a holocaust of human 
nerves, and the i^caohes of this tossing sen 
of high life «re eenstJintly strewn with 
physical and mental and moral shipwreck. 
Beware, all ye successful ones. Take u 
good look at the venerable queen as she 
rides through Regent street and along the 
Strand and through Trafalgar squuro and 
by the Nelson monument. 
What is the 
use of your dying at 40, when you may 
just as well live to be 80? 


If you are doing nothing for God or tho 
race, the sooner you quit the bettor. But 
if you are worth anything for the world's 
betterment, in ‘ the strength of God and 
through good habits, hty out a pUin for n 
life that will roach through most of a cen* 
tury. How many people are practically 
suicides from the fact that their gorman* 
dicing or thflr recklessness or their doil* 
anceof dietetics and plain sanitary law cutK 
short their days! Indeed, so great istlte 
temptation of those who have bountiful 
tables and full wine closets that Solomon 
suggests that insteafl of putting tho knife 
into the meat' on their plato they direct the 
edge of it across their tlnroat. Proverbs 
xxlll, 1, “ When thou slttest to eat with a 
ruler, consider diligently what Is before 
thee, and put a knife to thy throat If thou 
bo a man given to ajjpetite.” I bollovo 
more people die of Improper editing than 
die of strong drink. The former causes no 
delirium or violence and works more grml- 
ually, but none the less fatally. Quetm 
Victoria’s Imbits, self denying and almost 
ascetic, under a good Providenee, ticcount 
for her magnificent longevity. It may be 
a homely lesson for a sexagesimal unnl* 
versai^ In British palaces, but It is Wi>rth 
all the millions of dollars the celebration 
will cost and tho laborious convocation of 
the representatives from all the zones of 
the planet if the nations will learn tho 
s«mii44ry lesson of good hours, plain food, 
outdoor exercise, reasonable abstinence 
and common sense habits. That which 
Paul said to tho jailer Is just as approprl 
ate for you and for mo, “ Do thyself no 
harm.” And here lot me say. no iiooplo 
outside of Great Britain ought to be moro 
interested in this que<*n’s jubilee than our 
nation. The eradles of most of our an­ 
cestors were ispeked in Great Britaiq. They 
played in ehiUlhood on the bitnks of the 
Thames, or tho Clyde, or the Shannon. 
Take from my veins the Welsh blood and 
the Scotch blood, and the streams of niy 
life would be a shallow. Great Britain Is 
our grandmother. We have read in the 
family records that without our grand­ 
mother’s consent her daughter, our moth­ 
er, left home and married the genius of 
American independence, and for awhile 
there was bitter estrangement. But the 
flimily quarrel ha« ended, and all lias been 
forgiven, and we shaka hands avery day 
across tha aeas. 


At this queenly anniversary our author*

Buckingham palace, and our warships 
will thunder congratulation In CInglish 
waters. They aie over there, bone of our 
bona and flesh of our fisab. It Is our John

Two Coronations. 


But m all of us will be denied utteml-

God. The announcement that the ser« 
vices at St. Oeorge’s chapel would be 
private and for the members of the royal 
family pravented the gatlierlng of a 
large crowd. The scene was most lm> 
pressive and the service very simple. 
Her majesty sat In the chair of state 
immediately in front of the communion 
rail, and Just betride the brass plate 
whose Inscription designates the spot 
which was the temporary place of inter- 
ment of the prince consort.

The ladies and gentlemen who are the 
grand offlcers of the aueen's household 
entered first, followed by the military 
knights of Windsor In the full costume 
of cocked hats and scarlet coata The 
Duke of Devonshire and Lord Rosebery 
occupied their stalls as Knights of the 
Garter. 
H ie rest of the church was 
empty, the seats of the royal family be­ 
ing near the queen’s. The dean of Wind­ 
sor, wearing the insignia of chaplaiiii of 
the Order of the Garter, offlciated» as­ 
sisted by the lord bishop of Barry and 
several canons. Punctually at 11 o’^clock 
amid the soft strains of an organ volun­ 
tary the queen arrived from the clois­ 
ters at the entrance. Assisted by her In­ 
dian attendant she walked slowly to the 
chair of state, the congregation stand­ 
ing.

She was dressed all in black, except 
for a white tuft in her bonnet. Empress 
Frederick of Germany, attired in deep 
black, took the seat at the right of the 
queen, w'hile the Duke of Connaught, 
wearing his Windsor uniform, seated 
himself at her left. The others grouped 
closely behind and looked very like a 
simple family of w^orshipers.

There were two services at St. Paul’s 
cathedral in thiscity—at 11 a.m.and 3 p. 
m. 
Immense crowds fllted ail the ap­ 
proaches to the cathedral at the morn­ 
ing service, anxious to catch a glimpse 
of the royalties and distinguished per­ 
sonages who were announced, including 
all the Protestant envoys. The flrst to 
arrive and to be recognised with the 
greatest interest were the archbishop 
of Finland, In purple and black vest­ 
ments, 
accompanied by two deacons, 
and General Ktrreef, In full uniform. 
Then followed Chang Ylng Huan, the 
Chinese env<v. In gorgeous 
celestial 
graments. 
He was 
escort^ to the 
choir, where were seated also the en­ 
voys of the United States, Russia» Hol­ 
land, Denmark, 
Sweden, Brasil 
and 
Hawaii. Whitelaw Reid, with Ambas­ 
sador Hay and Mrs. Hay, General Kel­ 
son A. Miles, Ogden Mills, Creighton 
Webb, Captain Maus and Captain Ma- 
cauley, came in royal carriages. 


Under the dome and behind the richly 
crimironed royal pews were the peers 
and peeresses in flull robes, the foreign 
envoys and ñve colonial premiers with 
their famMles. 
Others seated in thia 
portion of the ediflce were the special 
delegations from various societies. Just 
before 11 o’clock the Archbishop of Can­ 
terbury. the bishop of London and the 
dean of the cathedral, with the cathedral 
clergy and choir, proceeded to the west 
door to receive the members of the royal 
family. 
The aisle waa lined with a 
guard of honor consisting of the medical 
staff corps, in view of the fact that It 
was Hospital Sunday. 


The members of the royal family ar­ 
rived punctually and were received with 
profoundest 
respect 
as 
they 
drove 
through the streets to the cathedral. 
Among them were the Prlnceand Princess 
of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Tork. 
the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke and 
Duchess of Saxe Coburg-Gotha, and oth­ 
er members of continental royal fami­ 
lies. Preceded by the clergy and amid 
the strains of the processional hymn: 


“O, King of Kings, whose reign of

“Hath been from everlasting”— 
they proceeded to their seats. 


The service was conducted 
by the 
lord bishop of London, and the cele- 
'brated cathedral choir of ISOnmle voices, 
assisted by an orchestra of 130 from 
Covent Garden Opera House and sev­ 
eral of the principal theatres, rendered 
the musical portions. The form of ser­ 
vice was the same as at St. George’s 
chapel and was participated in by the 
vast eonerregatlon with evident fueling.

A Mystery Which No One Can

Long, long ago, men who studied the 
lake and its peculiarities, found out 
that her waters rise and fall. Every 
seven years or so there is a change. 
For seven years the volume falls steadi­ 
ly. Then for a similar period it rises. 
The tlood time is now going on. It has 
just begun. The last ebb started in 1886, 
and was extraordinarily long, lasting 
practically 11 years, four more than is 
usual, layman E. Cooley is authority 
for all this.

• Wilt thou, tho ^queen of the nineteenth 
century?” The seven miles of procession 
through the streets of Ixindon day after 
tomorrow will be a small part of tho oon- 
gpratulatory proecssion whose multitudi- 
nous tramp will enelrcle the earth. 
The 
«elebratlve anthems that will sound up 
from Westminster abbey and St. Paul’s 
cathedral in London will be less than tho 
vibration of one harp string as compared 
With th«> doxologles which this hour roll 
up from all nations In praise to God for 
the beautiful life and the glorious reign of 
this oldest queen amid many centuries. 
S^m 5 o’elook of the morning of 1887, 
when the archbishop of Canterbury ad> 
dremed the embarrassed and weeping and 
•Imoet affrighted girl of 18 years with the 
•tartltng words, “your majesty,” until 
thli tlxtleth Anniversary of her enthrone- 
nent, the prayer of all good people on all 
• 1 ^ of the Mas, whether that prayer be 
offend by the. 800,000,000 of her subjects 
cr th« larger number of roilliont who are 
not her lubjeotf, whether that prayer be 
•olemnlied In church, or rolled from great 
«reheitnif or poured forth by roilltary 
tend« from forta and battlement« and in 
iMnt of (riamphant armlet all around the 
W ^d, haf been and Is now, *‘Ood save 
the queen t*' Amid the Innumerable eol- 
vmna that have been printed in eulogy of 
thlf queen at the approaching anniversary 
— eolumns which, put together, would be 
lltemlly mile« long—lt seems to me that 
theehlef eau«eof congratulation to her 
Md of praise to God has not yet been prop­ 
erly emphasised, and In many case« the 
i^lef keynote has not been struck at all. 


We have been told over and over again 
what has occurred In the Victorian era. 
Vhe mightiest thing she ha« done ha« lieen 
almost ignored, while she has been honored 
liy having her name attached to Indlvl* 
duals and events for whom and for which 
idle had no responsibility. 
We have put 
before us tho names of potent and grandly 
w eful. men and women who have lived 
during her reign, but I do not suppose 
that «he at all helped Thomas Carlyle in 
twisting his involved and mighty «atlres, 
or helped Disraeli In Issuance of his epl- 
grammatle wit, or helped Cardinal New­ 
man In his crossing over from religion to 
sellglon, or help^ to inspire the enchanted 
•entlmentsof George Eliot and Harriet 
Ifartlncau and Mrs. Browning, or helped 
to Invent any of George Crulkshank's 
iMalthful cartoons, or helped George Grey 
In founding a British South African em­ 
pire, or kindled the patriotic fervor with 
which John Bright stirred the masses, or 
had anything to do with the Invention of 
the telephone or photograph, or the build­ 
ing up of tho science of bacteriology, or 
the directing of the Boentgen rays which 
have revolutionized surgery, or helped in 
the inventions for faoilltating printing 
and railroading and ocean voyaging. One 
Is not to be orc>dlted or discr^lted for the 
virtue or tho vice, tho brilliance or the 
itupldlty, of his or her contemporaries. 
While Queen Victoria has been the friend 
of all art, all liteniture, all seienoe, ull in­ 
vention, all reform, her reign will bo 
most remembered for all time and all 
«ternlty as the reign of Christianity. 
Be­ 
ginning with that scene at 5 o’clock in 
the morning in Kensington palace, wiiere 
«be asked tho archbishop of Canterbury to 
pruy for her, and they knelt down, Im­ 
ploring divine guidance, until this hour, 
not only In tiie sublime liturgy of her 
•stablished church, but on all occasions, 
■he has tliroctly or indirectly deehiroil, “ I 
believe in God tlie Father Almighty, mak­ 
er of heaven and eurth, and in Jesus Christ, 
hit only begotten Son.” 
1 declare it, 
fearless of contradiction, that tho mighti­ 
est champion of Christianity today Is the 
throne of England. 


The queen’s book, so much criticised at 
the tlui© of its appearance, some saying it 
was not skillfully done and some saying 
that the private atfairs of u household ouglit 
not so to have iH'en exposed, was neverthe­ 
less a book of vast usefulness from tho 
foot that it tiiliowed that God was aoknowl- 
•dged In all hur life and timt “ Book of 
Ages" was not an unusual song in Wind- 
•or castle. 
Was her son, tho Prince of 
Wales, down with an Illness that bafneil 
the greatest doctors of England^ Then 
ihe proclaimed a day of prayer to Almighty 
God, and In answer to the prayers of the 
whole civilized world the prince got well. 
Was Sevastopol to bo taken and the thou- 
•onds of bereaved homes of soldiers to be 
voniforted? She called her natiop to its 
knees, and the prayer was answered.

•ngel of muroy! Was there ever an explo- 
■lon of hre damp in the mines of Sheffield

the sea, roaciiing to Bulnjorul castle, kept 
busy In announoing tlie symptoms of the 
fufferer?

To very 
diatlngulched uovellits and very celebrat^ 
uriina donnas «he has declined reception 
Boeauso they wore Immoral. All the com- 
IM centuries of time cannot revoke the 
Mvantages of having had 00 years of Cbids- 
womnnhood Inthroned in (be palaces 
I f JRpgland.

In Ihe lime of Henry YIII, or what

of England, as Miss Strlcklond has put 
them before us in her charming 13 vol­ 
umes. And while some queen may surpass 
our modern queen In learning, and another 
In attniotiveness of feature, ond another 
in gracefulnc'ss of form, and another in ro­ 
mance of history, Victoria surpasses them 
all in nobility an^randeur and thorough­ 
ness of Christiui^haracter. 
I hall her, 
^he Christian daughter, the Christian 
Wife, tho Christian mother, the Christian 
queen, and let the church of God and all 
benign and gracious Institutions the 
world over cry out, as they come, with 
music and banneretl host and million voiced 
huzsea and the benedictions of earth and 
heaven, “ What wilt thou, Queen EstherP’ 
Life Unoorrnpted. 


Another thing I call to your attention 
In this Illustrious woman’s career Is that 
she is a speeinien of high life uncorrupted. 
Would she have lived to cM^lebrate tho six­ 
tieth anniversary of her coronation and 
the seventy-eighth anniversary of her 
birthday, had she not been an example of 
good principies and good habits? While 
there have been bad men and women In 
exalted station and hpmble station who 
have carried their vl<^ clear on into the 
seventies and eighties and even the nine­ 
ties of their lifetime, such persons are very 
rare. The majority of the vicious die In 
their thirties, and fewer reach the forties, 
and they are exceedingly «carce In the 
llftiee. Longevity has not been the char­ 
acteristic of tho most of those who have 
reached high place« In that or thI« coun­ 
try. 
In many ca«e« their wealth lead« 
them into Indulgence«, or their honor« 
make them reckless, or their opportunities 
of doing wrong are multiplied Into the 
overwhelming, and II 1« a« true now as 
when the Bible llrsl presented It, “ The 
wicked live not out half their days." 
Longevity is not a positive proof of good* 
ne««, but It 1« prima facie evidence In that 
direction. 
A loose life ha« killed hun­ 
dreds of eminent Americans. A loose life 
Is now killlM hundred« of eminent Amer­ 
icans and Europeans. 
The doctors are 
very kind, and the certiílcate given after 
the distinguished man of dissipation is 
dead, says, “ Died of congestion of the 
brain,” although It was delirium tremen«, 
or “ Died of cirrhosis of the liver,” al­ 
though It was a round of libertinism, or 
“ Died of heart failure,'* although it wa§ 
the vengeance of outraged law that slew 
him. 
Thanks, doctor, for you are right 
In saving the feelings of the bereft house< 
hold by not being more specific. 
Look, 
all ye who are in high places of the earth, 
and see one who has been plied by all the 
temptations which wealth and honor and 
the secret place of palaces could produce, 
and yet next Tuesday she will ride along 
In the presence of 7,000,000 people. If they 
can get within sight of her chariot, in u 
vigorous old age, no more hurt by tho 
splendors that have surrounded her for 78 
years than Is tlie plain country woman 
come down from her mountjiln home in 
an oxcart to attend the Saturday market­ 
ing. The temptations of social life among 
the successful class have been so great that 
every winter Is a holocaust of human 
nerves, and the beaches of this tossing sea 
of high life are constantly strewn with 
physical and mental and moral shipwreck. 
Beware, all ye successful ones. 
Take a 
good look at the venerable queen as she 
rides through Regent street and along the 
Strand and through Trafalgar square nnU 
by the Nelson monument. 
What is the 
use of your dying at 40, when you niuy 
just as well live to be 80? 


If you are doing nothing for God or the 
race, tho sooner you quit the better. 
But 
if you are worth anything for the world’s 
betterment, in the strength of God unci 
through good habits, lay out a plan for ii 
life that will roach tiu’ough most of a ceii- 
tu ^ ’. How nuiny people are practically 
suicides front the fact that their gorman­ 
dizing or their recklessness or their deil- 
anee of dietetics and plain »»nitju'y law cuts 
short.their days!

The former causes no 
delirium or violence and works more grad­ 
ually, but none the less fatally.

Victoria’s luibits, self denying and almost 
ascetic, under a good Providence, account 
for her magnificent longevity. 
It may be 
a homely lesson for a sexagesimal anni­ 
versary in Britisii jwUaces, but it is wtjrth 
all tho millions of dollars the c^lobration 
will cost and tho laborious convocation of 
the representatives from all tije zones of 
the planet if the nations will learn tiio 
sanitary lesHon of good hours, plain food, 
outdoor eserclsf, reusonablo abstincueu 
and common sense habits.

utterly eclipsing the one whose sixtieth 
anniversary is now being celebrated. 
It 
was a great day witen David, the little 
king who wuH largo enougli to thrash Go­ 
liath, took the crown at Rubbah—-u crown 
weighing a tuleut of gold and eneireled 
with precious stones—and the iieople shout­ 
ed, “ Long live the king!” It was a great 
day when Petrarch, surroundwl by 13 
patrician youths clothed in scarlet, re- 
oeived from a senator the laurel crown, 
and the people shoutetl, “ Long live the 
poeti" It was a great day when Mark 
Antony put upon Cwsar the mightiest 
iiara of ail the earth, and in honor of di­ 
vine authority Geesar had it placed after­ 
ward on the head of the statue of Jupiter 
Olympus. 
It was a great day when the 
igreat^t of Frenchmen took the diadem of 
Ohariewogne and put it on his own brow. 
It was a great day when, about an eighth 
of a mile from the gate of Jerusalem, un­ 
der a sky pallid with thickest darkness, 
and on a mountain trammeled of earth­ 
quake, and the air on Are with the bias 
phemies of a mob, a orown of spikes was 
put upon the pallid and agonized brow of 
our Jesus. But that particular coronation, 
amid tears and blood and groans and shiv­ 
ering eataelysms, made your own corona­ 
tion possible.

Hie purpose of the organisation is, brief­ 
ly stated, to supplant the present cruel.

which millionaires and mendicants, the 
abnormal products of an abnormal cl viii- 
lation, wili disappear together, and the 
brotherhooa of man will be ushered in 
to bless and beautify the world. In this 
city alone, in which

which bears your name stands monu­ 
mental of the triumphs of labor and the 
fabulous wealth of the country, 8,000 
families are practically homeless and 
40,000 honest workingmen are verging 
on starvation.
